to assess the railroads within the 
state on the true valuation of their 
property. 


"The only true valuation of railroad 


lines is the cost which they them- 
selves decla're. 
For instance, when \ 


the railroads make their tariff sheets, 
the tariff is based, according to their 
own statements, upon the capital m- 
•\ested, upon which a certain earning, 
according to the tariffs charged, is 
made. As this is the case, It certain- 
ly follows that the people are paying 
interest on the investment, or value 
of the property claimed, and there is 
no reason under heaven why the rail- 
roads should not pay taxes on the 
amount upon which they force the 
people to pay interest. 


"It has too lang been the practice 


of county assessors generally to defer 
to the railroads, and "accept what they 
arc willing to declare when assessing 
their property. As a matter 'of fact, 
there is no, reason why a railroad 
should not pay taxes on property at 
the same corresponding valuation as 
any other property holder within the 
state. 


"Our 
roaas, 
lor 
instance, 
are 


assessed, I believe, on a valuation,of 
$6000 a mile, tvhen they are either 
worth a good deal more than this, or 
there is rank fraud in the fact that 
they are bonded lor something Jike 
$30000 per milo^ 


"The idea of assessing a railroad 


line upon a valuation of $600*0 per 
mile, when the only reason for doing 
so is the fact that the-company own- 
ing the line is willing to pay taxes 
based On that valuation, is ridiculous, 
and should be a practice relegated to. 
the lumber rooms of the long ago."

Pie 
is usually >an epicure and seldom 
a 
gourmand. 
He is too intelligent to 


abuse his stomach, too proud of good 
'food to - eat. it in haste. 
He sips his 
wine and tastes' his game with the 
same pleasure that Madame has fro;:i 
a .becoming hat and modish frock. 
The American works to earn money 


and, success, the Englishman that he 
may retire early and devote himself 
to outdoor sports, but the Frenchman 
wants'to make money that he may 
live,-'and he does not believe that on'e 
can live well without enjoying good 
food. 
An American and Englishman 
desiring gocfd dinn-ers go to their 
club, but the Frenchman turns to the- 
restaurant 
when desiring to satisfy 


Ji.'s fastidious appetite. It is here he 
gives his dinner 
parties; .here 
he 


brings his wife to dine, and here he 
comes alone. 


Some of the restaurants-of 
Paris 
could , write wonderful tales of his- 
tory. written with., that of court rule 
•and intrigue under the domination of 
the laws and the empire. There are 
those, such as the Maison d'Or, hav- 
ing lost their charm and popularity. 
:have been compelled to close their 
doors and give way to newer up- 
starts.- It.would, take several volumes 
to do justice to this subject. There 
are restaurants that Frenchmen have- 
recognized for half a century or more; 
the restaurants that have been made 
popular by the fashionable'world .in 
a very few years: the restaurants sup- 
porter] by a, set or clique, be they the 
French 400, the savants, artists and 
epicures. 


There are places where the food is 


good- and the prices arc high; restau- 
rants where the prices are high and 
the food is poor; arid/last, places 
where prices are moderate and the 
food is good. 


'When Parisians dine out they ktrow 
days ahead where they are going 
and. what Miny are going to eat. Front 
•oarly spring late into the, fall one 
flnrls the greater part of cosmopolitan 
Paris tlinipg in the Bois. It-is here 
the madly merry 
would Cat their 
game -and sip their wine, -and there 
are restaurants enough to accommo- 
date them all.. The best known of 
these :is Armenonville. It.is .here men 
struggle and pay ridiculous prices, for 
a table when the Grand Prix takes 
place. It is here the automobile en- 
thusiasts .istop to .dine - after an all- 
day., trip to .Versailles or St. Cloud, 
But;the.Parisian ;is only a small part 
of this merry gay whirl. Here arc 
plenty of American millionaires a,mT 
friends, vicing with one 'another1 in 
seeing how much they can spend. It 
is. here they eaU for wines-thnt once 
lay. in monastery 
cellars and 
are 
thickly .cob-webbed. Here they ask 
lor,,pheasants and 
partridges, 
and 
would.' order peacock tongues were 
they on the bill of fare, for oVr new- 
ly-made multimillionaires are out to 
make- a splurge, and are -n-ot.-worried' 
by the extra cipher added to their 
bills. But they are not the only men 
to live and spend: there are Italian 
counts and English lords eating and, 
supping1 wine until their stomachs are 
tired an'd" their heads dizay. 
The men come here to dine, ami 
drink wine, -but 6he women come here 
to see and to be seen. Here are wo- 
men of all types and all nations—the 
chic, gay,-mondaines are dressed in 
such perfect taste -that' you might 
mitake them for the haute mohde of 
JParts" were they not with French 
barons, English^lords and American 
millionaires, well-known diplomatic 


and 
indtistrial circles. . ; There are 
'American women dressed in: all thu 
finest feathers Paris offers,, quits won 
by-the -gaily oj the hour,,- There are 
English women in vain trying to out- 
rivarthe chic Parisian, and the stylish 
Americans 
with their • decorative- 


waists, handsome strands of . pearls 
| and large pieturo hats. 'The same 
may be .extravagant, but they urn 


I carefully beautiful. 
The wild strain 


' of 
7-nufic, the 
laughter and 
merry 


voices, and the soft green and browns 
of the forest play into an harmonious 
whole. 


But those who find Armenonville 


too showy have Pro Catalans and 
Madrid, 
pre 
Catalan is the most 


beautiful 
and 
exclusive 
of 
these 


places. This trim white building, with 
its garden ar.tl fountains, quite re- 
mind one of Maria Antoinette's little 
Trianon. 
Here are 'dinner parties, 


with rare viands and sparkling'-.wines, 
money flows as readily as at Armen- 
onville, but the tone of the place is 
m-.v.'c quiet and unostentatious. 
In 
suite of this charming 
place, ono 
longs for the days-when carriages and 
automobiles 
rolled up 'with 
smart 


mammas, quaint nurses- and 
pretty 
babes. 
Children were brought here 


to drink fresh milk and romp on the 
green.

Pro Catalan, like Armenonville, are 


for the cosmopolitan crowd'; the ex- 
clusive Parisians, members of auto,

French are in the majority. 
Lines 


are more tightly drawn here than 
at many other restaurants in the Bois, 
though the' food is no better, and un- 
less one has friends here, 0113 feels 
like a lonely outsider.

There are many other places for 
auto 'onthusiusls ou'si;io-of Paris, the 
Reservoir 
at Versailles, the .Henri 
Quatre at-St. Germain.. Xhe cuisine 
is nothing unusual at the Reservoir, 
| though the dining-room is in-.the cor- 
rect style, and was popular -as far 
back as'thc days of tho Louis. Henri 
Quatre. at St. Germain, is another 
restaurant 
that boasts 
of historic 
memories. The. head waiter proudly, 
informs the tourist that Louis -XIV. 
was born in the building as he points 
to the simple cradle of the Sun God. 
There .are a host of restaurants in 
Paris, so many one can' dine out 
every night for a month without visit- 
ing the same place twice.

At the Cafe tie 
Paris is the same excellent cuisine and 
same mondain crowd -one meets

'Armenonville, as it has the same pro- 
prietor.

world come after theater and opera, 
to eat salads and ices and sip wines. 
At one table is a group of -smart 
New Yorkers, ready to enjoy the pass- 
ing show,, studying th-e..lfmg men-u.to 
find something they have mot '. yet 
tried—struggling with French terms 
as earnest!;," as,they,, do the daily quo- 
tations of stocks at homo. They are 
soon overlooked for a French marquis 
and a sylphlike form robed in a mass 
of black spangles leaving the alabaster 
arms and' shoulders to show their 
matchless beauty.

The fastidi- 
ous American shakes his head and 
says "Bah!" when snails'are suggest- 
ed. 
But this restauranteur answers: 


Try them; they are perfect snails, fed 
«n the best of-grape-leaves." He tells 
his customers that the petit gris are 
the best snails, but there is less mar- 
ket for .them than the Burgundian, 
because they are less attractive ap- 
pearing. It is only.to the favored few 
that he give's this important fact. The 
time to buy snails is after the first 
frost; tliey are no longer active and 
may then be cleaned properly. The 
most important point-is'the prepara- 
tion. They are boned, drained, pour- 
ed into a saucepan- of water, with 
wine, salt, pepper, .bay' leaves, onions 
and carrots. 
They are then kept in 


this juice for 24 hours. 
The . shells 


are- cleaned with soda, and the snails 
are put back into their old resting 
place. 
But the taste is incomplete 
without a glass of good wine.

for snails ha Datronizes Henri's!' for 
les viandes. 
With him . the .broiling-, 


of • beefs-teaks and- roasting- o£ roa'st- 
beef are a fine art. They are cooked, 
without losing any of. the juice..Henri^ 
informs his patrons that meats arn fn 
be washed down with a strong- glass 
of Bordeaux and no other. 


These restaurants have classic rep- 


utations, but thera are many more 
with excellent cuisines, though their 
names are more burgeoise. There is 
Yolsin, a favorite rendezvous of sa- 
vants and diplomats. His wine cel- 
lar is among the best in Europe, and 
he shows with pride cob-webbed, bot- 
tles from Provence such as not. the 
richest nobleman of France can boast. 


Vcisirs has idetis about serving a 


dinner or dejeuner and will not give 
them up to please the most fastid- 
ious customers.

is told, which, if true, certainly shows 
the sturdy determination, of the man:

He answers 
this with a laugh. It is no less, diffi- 
cult a task to plan a dinner well than 
it is to write a good play.

•If one wishes to dine well at small 


expense there is the-Cabaret Lyon- 
nais, an unpretentious place, though

former husband is now the chief ot 
police of Emeryville, a suburb of Oak- 
land. Before she was 20, Mrs. Kucks 
had been divorced. She has been the 
wife of Charles' Kucks for five years. 


Here is a copy of the letter that 


Charles Kucks, then awaiting trial 
and confined in the county jail, wrote 
to his wife, w,ho was working in a 
boarding house at Lovelocks: 


A Letter From Prison. 


"Dearest Nell: You did not come to 


see me until the evening. Why did 
you not come in the morning? I re- 
ceived the candy, the book and the 
photo, and was glad to see that you 
sfill look the same. 
But the other 


pictures [some the prisoner suspected 
to be of other men] I examined under 
a magnifying glass, and I think I 
(know who it is. 


Nell, for God's sake do not torment 


me.' 1 am nearly crazy now with the 
worry this trouble [the killing of Fer- 
rell] ,has brought on me. My trial is 
now four days away, and I have no 
attorney. 
Everything I had in this 


world is gone.

"Last night I became delirious. 
I 


saw you bruised and swathed in ban- 
dages. 
You disappeared, and then 


Ed Fen-el stood laughing at me. I 
have seen Ferrell since his death five 
or six times. 
He always comes be- 


tween 10 and 12. o'clock. During these 
delirious spells bells and music ring 
in my ears. It seems like I am at- 
tending a funeral.

"I love You." 


"If they find me guilty for this 


crime. I hope they will kill me. I do 
not want to stay in prison and suffer. 
I want to be with you. I am going 
crazy, mad for the love of you. -I 
love you, I love you. Be a good girl 
and I will be true. I will pray for you 
tonight, and I want you to live down 
our last trouble. 


"If I am cleared, and able to go to 


work—if not to the asylum—I will 
sec that you 'never suffer for a friend 
The folks [Kuck's parents] object to 
sending me money for iriy defense, be- 
cause they say you and I have made 
up. 
Our 
relations 
will 
never 
be 


estranged even if my father does in- 
tervene. 


"Nell, I have only loved once, and 
that was you." 


Wife Blames His Parents. 


Another letter from Kucks, then a 


convicted felon, was written when tha 
prisoner was held in the penitentiary. 
A series of communications, bearing 
Carson City date, are also in the pos- 
session of Mrs. Kucks. 
They all tell 


of-the. promises her husband made 
when-,hc was in prison, to live with 
her again. Now that Kucks has been 
pardoned, she blames his parents for 
alienating his affections and says' she 
feels that she has been driven out into 
the world because of their interfer- 
ence..

Now that the interest in the oil in- 


dustry lias become so general that a 
section or two of land is staked and 
recorded, in a day, the talk around 
town is all of how .oil came to be con- 
sidered as on>a o£ the probable produc- 
tions of-Washoe county.

Governor 


Sparks was talking to a man named 
Duncan, and the subject of oils came 
up, 
whereupon the

seepage looking remarkably like oil. 


;Mr. Duncan, before leaving, gave 


correspondence with Mr. Frank, as 
advised, with the result that tha auth- . 
ority on oil lands came to Reno and 
Sparks' ranch. 


After making an examination of 


that property, as well as the Mayber- 
ry ranch, he advised the Governor to 
prospect for oil at a point which he 
designated, and which conforms to a 
nicety with the present site of the 
derrick. 


Yesterday Governor .Sparks visited 


the scene of tha present drilling oper- 
ations for the first time, and told of 
the advice received from the expert 
last March, upon which he-failed to ' 
act. 


Last March a man from Southern 


California, supposed to be a Standard 
Oil agent,' appeared at Carson 
and 


made a close study of the country in 
that neighborhood, the shales 
and 


formation having been reported to 
ndicate the presence of oil. He sub- 
sequently traveled along the base of 
the foothills and around to Reno, and 
said there were indications of oil in 
many places, these being what 
he 


caJlad "unaltered sedimentary rocks," 
cached shales, .sandstones and mln- 
:ral springs.
